Washington, May 19.—Rear Ad- 
miral Jackson, at Ponta Delgada, 
Azores, cabled the navy department 
tonight that the American naval sea- 
plane NC-4, in command of Lieuten- 
ant Commander A. C. Read, would 
leave Horta, Fayal, tomorrow, at 7 
o’clock, Greenwich mean time (3 a. 
m., Washington time), if weather 
conditions ‘permit. A stop will be 
made at Ponta Delgada, the message 
said. 

Th rly hour set for th” start of 
the flight to Ponta Delgada was in- 
terpreted by naval officiais here to 
mean that Commander Read would 
attempt tomorrow to make the en- 
tire trip of more than 925 nautical 


miles to Lisbon, Rertugal, the real |

Berlin, May 19.—President Ebert, 
in addressing a demonstration here 
Sunday, said that Germany would 
“never sign the peace terms.” 

The demonstration was held inthe 
Lustgarten and was attended by a 
great crowd. President Ebert de- 
scribed the peace terms as “the 
product of the enemy’s revengeful 
hysteria,” and added: 

“Foreign countries will not permit 
the proscription of Germany. They 
will raise their voices with us that 
this peace of enslavement. which 
we will never sign, shall not come 
to pass.”

Senate Will Reject 
League of Nations, 
Says Senator Lodge 


Republican Leader De- 
clares Revised Draft “Is 
Unacceptable” ‘and Pre- 
dicts Majority of Senate 
Will So Vote. 


NEW LEAGUE CHARTER 
WORSE THAN THE OLD 


According to Lodge--Sen- 
ator Says It Is Danger- 
ous to Peace of World 
and to American Rights 
and Interests. 


Washington, May 19.—Senator 
Lodge, republican leader and chair- 
man of the foreign relations com- 
mitee, in a statement tonight de- 
clared that the revised league of na- 
tions “is unacceptable,” and predict- 
ed it would not be accepted by the 
majority of the senate 
amendment. 

Characterizing the new league 
covenant as included in the peace 
treaty, as “distinctly worse than the 
old and more dangerous to the peace 
of the world and to American rights 
and interests,” Senator Lodge de- 
clared that none of the suggestions 
from the senate or from Elihu Root 
had been carried out. 

Lodge’s Statement. 

Senator Lodge’s statement fol- 
lows: 

“So far as I can judge—and I have 
had conversations with many sen- 
ators, including members of both 
parties—I am satisfied that a ma- 
jority of the senate feels very 
Strongly that the league as now 
presented must receive amendment, 


that in its present form, without any | 


change, it is unacceptable and would 
not be accepted. 

“To say that the amendments put 
forward in the senate and those pro- 
posed and formulated by Mr. Root 
on the suggestion of the state de- 
partment have been met, is without 
any foundation. Not one of the sug- 
gestions of the senate, not one of 
the amendments proposed by Mr. 
Root, has been carried out. Some 
have been entirely rejected, and 
where there is an appearance of 
their having been adopted examina- 
tion shows that the new form is dis- 
tinctly worse than the old and more 
dangerous to the peace of the world 
and to American rights and inter- 
ests. 

“It is impossible now to enter 
upon a detailed analysis because, al- 
though we may suppose that the 
draft of the league sent over in the 
press dispatches is fairly accurate, 
we have no knowledge of the treaty 
with Germany or of its relations to 
the league. 


Summary Incomplete. 

“The summary which was sent out 
was not only incomplete, but vague 
and inaccurate, and it is impossible 
to gather from it what the terms 
imposed upon Germany in many re- 
spects really are. There is no de- 
sire beyond the time necessary to 
understand it, but we must have it 
before us in the official form. 

“As to the league of nations, the 
American people must know just

without | 


what they are to be asked to agree | 


to. By that league they are invited 
to take the gravest step ever taken 
by the United States, and no organ- 
ized clamor, no manufactured pres- 
sure of any kind, will swerve the 
senate from its high duty of laying 
before the American people exactly 
what the league involves and what 
it means to the United States and to 
the future peace of the world.”

New York, May 19.—The suit of 
The Associated Press against the 
International News Service in the 


United States district court came 
up on the calemcar today and a 
decree was entered for the com- 
plaintnant. 

This suit was instituted by The 
Associated Press to restrain the In- 
ternational News Service from tak- 
ing the news of The Associated 
Press from its members or news- 
papers published by them, and 
using or selling the same. A pre- 
liminary injunction was granted by 
Judge Augustus N. Hand of the 
United States district court July 
1, 1917, which has recently been 
sustained by the supreme court of 
the United States. In view of 
this decision, the International 
News Service did not press its de- 
fense but consented to the entry 
of the final decree, which grants a 
perpetual injunction in the same 
terms as the preliminary 
tion. 

The final decree perpetually en- 
joins the International News Serv- 
ive, its officers, employes and 
agents from taking, appropriating, 
or selling any news received from 
or gathered by The Associated 
Press, by obtaining it from mem-

The fee which counsel receive is, 
therefore, nearly $85,000 for their 
share for their services, perhaps one 
of the largest fees ever paid for 
legal services in Georgia. 

The petitioner shows that he ex- 
pects to obtain an additional amount 
if a recovery is awarded to the ad- 
ministrator of the estate of G. B. 
Lamar, upon the claim of Lamar 
against the government under sim- 
jlar conditions to those obtaining in 
the export case.

HAMP SMITH CASE 
BELIEVED TO HAVE 
ANOTHER VICTIM 


Valdosta, Ga., May 19.—(Special.) 
A number of indications lead to 
the belief that the unknown negro 
whose body was found in the With- 
lacoochee river a few miles west of 
this city six weeks ago, was another 
victim of the Hamp Smith tragedy 
near Barney, in Brooks county, which 
stirred this section of the state last 
May. The decomposed body of the 
man was dragged out of the water 
on the Brooks county side of the 
river and a coroner’s inquest held, 
the jury returning a verdict to the 
effect that the man met death at 
the hands of unknown parties. 

The condition of the body: indi- 
cated that the man was dead when 
thrown in the water. His hands 
were bound behind his back, and 
there was a large hole in his head, 
beside other wounds. Stories toid 
here now seem to connect the dead 
man with a negro prisoners who 
disappeared from the jail at Jasper, 
Fla., a few days before the body 
was found in the river. 

It is said that a negro believed to 
have been implicated in the Hamp 
Smith murder was arrested at Jas- 
per and that a few days later a 
party of men appeared at Jasper and 
presented to the- authorities there 
what purported to be an official or- 
der directing that the prisoner be 
delivered to the bearers of the order. 
This was done and the men depart- 
ed with their prisoner, since which 
time nothing is known of prisoner 
or posse. The man was never de- 
livered to the Brooks county jail, 
nor elsewhere, so far as known. 
Hints dropped here and there, how- 
ever, have created the impression 
that the Jasper prisoner and the 
man found in the river are one and 
the same, and that the bloody Smith 
tragedy has claimed another vic- 
tim.

BISHOP GREER DIES 


AFTER AN OPERATION 


New York. May 19.—The Right 
Rev. David B. Greer, Protestant 
Episcopal bishop of New York, died 
in a hospital here at 6:10 oclock 
tonight. 


Bishop Greer was operated upon | 


for intestinal trouble a week ago 
and his condition had improved 
steadily until this morning, when 
his physicians reported that he had 
suffered a relapse. 

At first the relapse was not con- 
sidered critical, but the patient con- 
tinued to fail and this afternoon it 
became apparent that he could not 
live. He sank into @ coma about 
an hour before his death and did 
not regain consciousness. 

At the time of his death, the Rev 
A. C. Monk was reciting a prayer 
for him in the hospital chapel. 
Bishop Greer’s daughter, Miss Jean 
Greer, was with him at the end. 

Bishop Greer’s health had been 
poor for several months, but de- 
spite his advanced age—he was 75 
years old—his condition had at no 
time been considered dangerous. 

He spent ten days in a hospital 
several months ago undergoing an 
operation similar to the one which 
resulted in his death. He is sur- 
vived by his widow and daughter 
and by two sons, Laurence Greer 
and Willaim Greer.

AMERICAN SOLDIERS 
TO STAY IN SIBERIA 


Washington, May 19.—Suggestions 
of the all-Russian government at 
Omsk that American troops sent to 
Valdivostok to assist the Czecho- 
Slovak forces and guard war sup- 
plies be not sent further into Si- 
beria brought out today that the 
United States has no intention either 
of changing its polcy of non-inter- 
ference in local affairs or of reduc- 
ing the size of its forces in eastern 
Siberia. 

The suggestions of the Omsk gov- 
ernment were regarded here as hav- 
ing been advanced in a friendly spir- 
it. Officials noted that thev did 
not contemplate the withdrawal of 
the American troops, but only their 
maintenance in their present posi- 
tion, chosen solel- with a view to 
enabling them to guard the stores 
and railroad properties. It was 
said that as a matter of fact the 
forces were so far inland as it was 
practicable to send them.

Washington, May 19.—Scientists 
employed by the San Salvador gov- 
ernment have reported that the re- 
cent earthquake which killed fifty 
people, injured many more and 
caused between $5,000,000 and $10,- 
000,000 damage to property in the 
city of San Salvador, was caused by 
the enormous storage of water in 
Iake Ilohango, according to dis- 
patches received today by the Sal- 
vador legation. The lake's level, 
which had been raised by the stor- 
age of water in it for irrigation and 
power, will now be lowered.

ANSWER TQ GERMANY 
UN ECONOMIC TERMS 


Jaris, May 19.—A reply by the 
nllied and associated governments to 
the German note protesting against 
the economic terms of the peace 
treaty as being calculated to cause 
the industrial ruin of Germany, has 
been delivered to the German peace 
plenipotentiaries. 

The reply is under eleven heads, 
and answérs each German conten- 
tion. It declares that the allied and 
associated governments in framing 
the economic terms “had no inten- 
ae to destroy Germany’s economic 
ife.’’ 

On the contrary the report points 
out that in the reconstruction of the 
world’s affairs Germany will have 
her part in the progressive develop- 
ment but also will share with the 
rest of the world in the economic 
losses and disadvantages inevitably 
resulting from the war. 

Te reply that the German note 
fails to take into consideration the 
fact that the disarmament of Ger- 
many and the end of militarism will 
relieve the German people of an im- 
mense burden of taxation and re- 
turn to the ranks of useful produc- 
tion from industrial or agricultural 
activity. 

Thereply also makes an emphatic 
rejoinder to the German complaint 
that the loss of the German marine 
will throw out of work thousands 
of German seamen. ‘The allies’ an- 
swer is that the destruction of mer- 
chant ships, chiefly by German 
submarines, has had the unfortunate 
effect of limiting tue opportunities 
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for work of seamen throughout the 
world, the allied powers being the 
greatest sufferers. It adds _ that 
there clearly is no reason why Ger- 
many should be exempted from its 
share of the economic disadvantage 
growing out of this destruction of 
merchant shsips.
